Asparagus Beds 
Well Worth Trouble 


Asparagus is an im portant home 
garden vegetable because it Is im­ 
possible to obtain a m arket sup­ 
ply th at can compare with it in

more time and labor than almost 
any other vegetable, a well-kept 
planting will give profitable yields 
for ten years or more. Early spring 
planting Is best, and strong one- 
year-old roots should be chosen. Old­ 
er ones are difficult to transplant, 
and their yield falls below th at of 
one-year roots after the first year 
of cutting. 
Manure Benefit 
An abundance of lime and super­ 
phosphate. besides a complete fer­ 
tilizer, m ust be dug Into the soil 
when 
preparing the trenches. A 
heavy layer of m anure placed about 
four inches below the roots is well 
worth Ha cost if it can be obtained.

insect of the garden, some phases 
of its life cycle almost defying be­ 
lief. Yet it is one of the most de­ 
structive enemies of early garden 
peas and must, when numerous, be 
combatted promptly and effectively. 
Pea aphids live over winter In 
this latitude in the egg stage, the 
small black eggs glued to stems and 
fallen leaves of alfalfa and clover. 
From late March until early May 
the eggs hatch into small wingless 
nymphs, called stem mothers. These 
resemble aphids but are 
.slightly 
darker in their green coloring. Stem 
mothers give birth to living young 
aphids without the intervention of 
males. There are from 12 to 15 gen­ 
erations each summer in this region, 
all produced without m ating. In 
there are no male 


of these pests, the 
found truly astonishing. Often p art­ 
ly filled pods are the results of aph­ 
ids damaging the green hulls. 
Birds help keep pea aphids re­ 
duced. For example, such busy little 
friends as the house w*ren, song 
sparrow and even the hated English 
sparrow will be seen industriously 
feeding on the insects. It is always 
a wise and profitable divestm ent 
to build and m aintain bird houses 
near the garden and to band the 
trunks of all trees where birds are 
likely to build their nests. Freedom 
from cats remains one of the prin­ 
cipal demands of birds to come and 
serve as insect wardens. 
Garden peas should be inspected 
every day or two. W hen the first 
aphids are found the plants should
